San Francisco, Jan. 13. 
The pilot of a British Com- 

monwealth Pacific Airlinor 

was accused today of 


violating saf tegula- 
tions when “he Teas 
crashed near here in 1953, 
killing 19 people includ- 
ing ‘the concert pianist 
William Kapell. 

This accusation was made In 
US. District Court by Melvin 
attorney for the familles 
of two victims of the crash 
who are sccking a total of 
$500,000 in damages from the 
alrline.
